DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 14, and 18-22 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 14, the prior art reference to Burroughs (US 2002/0144284) 
teaches wherein a primary CMTS acts as a backup to an alternate CMTS in the event of 
failure of the primary CMTS. When the primary downstream channel becomes invalid, 
the cable modem is able to switch to the alternative downstream channel without 
reinitialization. The prior art reference to Hebsgaard (WO 01/17167 A2) teaches a slave 
interface connection between two CMTSs. The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest wherein a CMTS comprises a media access controller which comprises a 
primary filter and a secondary filter for receiving bandwidth allocation messages. The 
prior art of record additionally fails to teach wherein the filter processes authorization 
instructions to authenticate said bandwidth allocation message based on information in 
a register.
